According te official returns im- 
ports of bacon during the past nine months 
declined by 516,000ewts.; but, as arrivals 
from Empire sources advanced with 
110,577 ewts., foreign shipments showed an 
actual decline of 626,377 cwts. The total im- 
ports of butter during the first nine months 
of 1935 were about 24 per cent. smaller than 
in the corresponding period of last year, 
et.tries from foreign sources showed a decline 
of eight per cent.; whereas supplies from 
Empire countries increased by 24 per cent., 
and accounted for 56 per cent. of the total 
imports, as against 53 per cent. in the pre- 
vious year, The total imports of eggs were 
about five per cent. larger, a notable feature 
being the huge increase in arrivals from both 
Holland and Belgium. Supplies from Empire 
sources declined by some 19 per cent., as 
comparedywith the previous year, owing to 
mé smailer shipments from the Irish Free 
state. : 

With the exception of Irish dairy cows, all 
classes of live stock were penned in larger 
numbers at the Manchester Cattle Market on 
Tuesday last. Fat cattle were a fairly 
steady trade, good well finished beasts being 
in request. Sheep. and lambs were in fair 
demand, and prices showed little change. 
Heavy supplies have been available at the 
Manchester Pig Market; but, oving to the 
continued mild weather, hayers slceved a 
disposition to hold off, and operate fer 
immediate requirements only.» Prices were 
easier In consequence. At the Manchester 
Meat Market pitchings of both home-killed 
and imported, although not quite so. heavy 
as the previous week, were equal to the 
quiet demand. Home-killed pork closed 
dearer, but there were no very marked 
fluctuations in prices of beef, mutton or 
lamb, 

A rather better feeling is reported in both 
game and poultry, and recent quotations are 
well maintained, Continental turkeys are 
now coming on to the market, but the 
quantity as yet is barely sufficient to test

Skids and the Law 


WW SO is to blame for skids? Ina 
recent test case the Scottish Court 
of Session decided that the builders of 
a slippery bitumen road were liable for 
damages, and that the driver of a skidding 
vehicle was not to blame. 
This was the sequel to an accident in 
which a "bus got out of control on an 
excessively.slippery road at Hamilton an‘ 
crashed into a lorry. In all there were 
over a dozen accidents, with - claims 
amounting to £8,000. 
According .to an English legal authority, 
it is doubtful whether such an action 
could be brought outside Scotland. Under 
English law the position is rather 
different, since local authorities are not 
responsible for accidents on the road unless 
they have delberately done something, like 
digging a hole, to make them unsafe.

HAT there should be a degree in civics 

I and social science instituted by the 
licensing bodies in Dublin, was a sug- 
gestion made by Mr. Kevin O’Duffy at the 
annual dinner of the Irish Dental Association 
in the Shelbourne Hotel, Dublin, on last 
Saturday might. 


Dr. George P. Moore, President of the 
Association, presided. a 

The toast of “Eire” having been 
honoured, 


Mr. Kevin O'Duffy proposed the toast of 
“The Licensing Bodies.’’ He said that to 
the licensing bodies—Trinity College, the 
College of Surgeons aud Physicians, and the 
National University—Irish dentists attributed 
their social recognition and their scientific 
standing. To the Dentists Act, their local 
standing was due. At the beginning of their 


were in hopes that the commercial attitude 
of dentistry would be less here than in their 
reighbouring country, but they found that 
vested interests were acting here just as un- 
favovrably against what he considered the 
highest claims of education. There was, per- 
haps, another degree that the licensing bodies 
might institute. and that was a degree in 
civics and social science, and a register would 
have to be formed for those whm underwent 
the examinations or were considered fit to 
wear the badge of civic achievement. He 
had no doubt that no one present would deny 
that their present Lord Mayor, with or with- 
out a curriculum, had achieved a very 
honourable degree. (Applause.) 

Dentists, said Mr. O'Dufty. claimed that 
they were doing as much to further the cause 
of public health as any department of 
medicine. Their Association had formed an 
alliance with the English Association, and 
he rejoiced to think that the medical pro- 
fession had followed their example. 


ACROSS THE WATER 


Mr. Seton Pringle, President of the Royal 
College of Surgeons, said that a very large 
proportion of the members whom he was 
ages were licentiates of the Royal 
College of Surgeons. He desired to say that 
they had never separated from their friends 
across the water. They never were distinct 
from the medical profession on the other side; 
they were always members of the British 
Medical Association, as well as the Irish 
Medical Association. 

Dr. Coffey, President of University College, 
Dublin, said that the Irish Dental Association 
was a most distinguished body. The passing 
years had increased the close bond that asso- 
ciated the dental and the medical professions. 
They were all workers in the same cause— 
the cause of science and humanity. They 
welcomed association with the English medical 
and dental side, whose world was in a great 
respect their own. There were some ten- 
dencies now developing owing to the confusion 
of European thought, earns Broom in 
which advocates of medicine in England put 
forward theories which if carried into effect 
would make grave changes in medicine, There 
was, for instance, a suggestion of interference 
with human life. Here in this country they 
had their own outlook, and thought with their 
old traditions. No matter whether a common 
language was spoken in the two countries 
there was nothing on earth that would make 
an Irishman an Englishman, whether he came 
from Belfast, Dublin or Munster. There was 
a difference in national outlook and national 
reactions, even in their day-to-day lives. 

“Let us be ourselves,” said Dr. Coffey, 
““the Irish Dental Association is doing its 
work well, and I say ‘Glory’ to them.” 


“MOST POPULAR MAN” 


Mr. D. LL. Rogers, proposing the toast of 
“The Guests.”’ stated, in the course of his 
remarks, that the Lord Mavor of Dublin was the 
most popular man in the world, and deservedly 
so, and by no body was he held in greater 
admiration than by the Irish Dental Associa- 
tion. 

The Lord Mayor, responding, said that he 
wished that there were more vis a to Dublin 
by professional and business men, because by 
such visits there. would follow. a better under- 
standing of one another. From the date of 
the signing of the Treaty in 1922 the Govern- 
ments of the Irish Free State had done every- 
thing possible to give the great. profession 
of dentistry that protection that it so much 
desired. The great Universities here were 
turning out a very large number of profes- 
sional men, and he wished to assure those 
who were sending their sons to those Univer- 
sities that, so far as the municipality of 
Dublin was concerned, those young men would 
get as fair a chance as non-nationals. 
(Applause. ) 

Mr. Sydney Venning, President, British 
Dental Association, also responding, said that 
it struck him that there were few partnerships 
among the members of the profession in 
Dublin, while across the water they went in 
for partnerships a great deal. Whatever their

Corrigan got into the driver's 
seat, and the two cars frovs off. They went. 
on about a mile, and turned off the mam 
road.

One of the men said I would be all right 
until someone would come along and release 
me. After a few minutes | heard a shot. 
and some five minutes afterwards I succeeded 
in releasing my hands and feet. I took off 
the glasses, and saw my car standing where 
it had been stopped. The bonnet was lifted, 
and two holes. were made in the petrol tank. 
I examined the car, and found that the 
money, with the exception of £1 in sixpences, 
was gone. I went back to the Post Office, 
oe two miles away, and made a telephone 
call.

REMEMBRANCE DAY | 
MEETINGS 


FLAG-BURNING AND 
SPEECHES IN DUBLIN 


Amid wild cheering and shouting a Union 
Jack was burned on a platform in College 
Green, Dublin, last night at the conclusion 
of a meeting, which was anti-imperialist, and 
which was attended by several hundred 
persons. 

During the course of an address Peadar 
Carney said that the /rish Times had thrown 
out a challenge to a Kepublican organisation, 


and stated that the organisation had had the 
audacity to ask that these impertalistic 
displays should be, taken off the streets. All 
he could say was that the time would come 
when it would be up to them to drive them 
completely off the streets of Dublin. 

Donal O'’ Donohue, Madame Gonne McBride, 
and Paddy McKenna also spoke. 

here was a number of isolated incidents 
of poppy snatching in Dublin yesterday. 
Flanders poppies. were sold on sóme of the | 
principal streets, and were worn by many 
agen! during the morning and afternoon. 
n. 0 Connell street, during the time that 
a Republican Congress meeting was being 
held in Middle Abbey street, a youth wear- 
ing a poppy was severely -beaten about the 
jacé by another youth. Civie Guards quickly 
arrived. and cleared away a crowd which had 
assembled, and the youth was taken home. 
Other incidents of a minor nature occurred 
at different centres during the day. 

Ex-Service men and members of the 
Republican Congress party were among the 
speakers at an anti-imperialist demonstration 
whieh was held in Middle Abbey street, 
Dublin, yesterday at mid-day. 

Mr. Frank Ryan said that articles appear- 
ing in the /rish Times and the /rish 
Independent about the men who died in 
Flanders were . imperialistic propaganda, 
Those newspapers published everything that 
was sent them by the leaders of the British 
Legion, but had suppressed a letter from the 
ex-Service men who were speaking at that 
meeting. He wished that all the ex-Service 
men would come out of their ‘‘ dugouts”’ in 
the slums of Dublin on the 11th November, 
and show the world the true meaning of 
imperialistic wars, 3 

To-morrow in the Jrish Times they would 
read of the ex-Service men wearing ‘their 
medals as they marched to the Park, of the 
little children wearing medals, and of the 
widows and orphans of the war. Then they 
would read of the be-all and end-all of the 
demonstration—the singing of ‘‘ God Save the 
King.”’ 

Mr, Jack Carney said that he would like to 
tell the police on duty at the meeting that 
they had been very quiet, but that if. the 
bank clerks, of College Green came out and 
sang ‘‘ God Save the King,” then they would 
want more police than were in the whole 
country.

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VESSELS COLLIDE 


STRANGE ACCIDENT IN 
BELFAST LOUGH 


An extraordinary collision occurred late 
on Friday night in Belfast Lough, as the 
result of which it was necessary to requisi- 
tion the services of a s¢,uad of shipwrights 
from Harland and Wolff's yard to burn 
the damaged plates of the ships in order 
to separate them. 7 

The Norwegian steamer Salonica, with 
timber for Belfast, was, according to state- 
ments by members of her crew, at anchor 
near Greypoint in a dense fog, waiting for 
the weather to clear, when she was run 
into by the Hutchinson liner Ardenza, 
The bows of 
the latter crashed into the stern of the 
Salonica to a depth of abont six feet, 
buckling the plates in such a fashion that 
t was found impossible to separate the 
two ships. A tug from Belfast essayed the 
task of drawing them apart, but failed in 
the attempt, and a party of men was sent 
down in the early hours of Saturday 
morning from Harland and Wolff’s with 
oxy-acetvylene welding gear, They worked 
in pouring rain, and eventually burned the 
buckled plates and separated the two ships. 

All the damage was above the water- 
line, and the Ardenza eventually pro- 
ceeded on her voyage to Glasgow, while 
the Salonica was towed to Belfast. No 
one was hurt on either vessel.

Unhappily, the League 
has given Japan excellent reason to think 
otherwise. At various times during the 
past five year, Japan has broken the 


the condition of neurosis that has grown 
up among the nations; and the end is not 
yet. Disarmament has been forgotten. 
All the -nations—even Great Britain—are 
re-arming with feverish. speed. Conti- 
nental Europe is in a ferment of suspicion 
and alarm. Behind the scenes statesmen 
and diplomatists are juggling and 
manceuvring for position. Armament 
shares are booming, and it seems now to 
be only a matter of time until the world’s 
peoples are at one another's throats 
again. 

To-day, while the two minutes’ silence 
is being observed, the thoughts of those 
who survived the World War will be with 
their fallen comrades. We shall remember 
with proud thanksgiving the heroism of 
those millions of young men who went out 
to fight as crusaders, believing that they 
were helping to rid mankind of 
tyranny and despotism, and that they 
would leave for those who came after them 
a better and a happier world. The pass- 
ing of the years has served only to in- 
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letter and spirit of the Covenant at least 
as flagrantly as Italy, and the League, 
while formally condemning the breach, 
has failed to apply even economic ‘‘ sanc- 
tions.” It was this timidity that 
emboldened Signor Mussolini to snap his 
fingers at Geneva, and he had good ground 
for surprise when she accepted the chal- 
lenge.

Makale 


In his telegram to Signor Mussolin 
announcing the occupation of Makale, 
General de Bono refers to the occasion 
when the Italian flag was last flying over 
the place. This statement has arouse: 
curiosity, since people had concluded that 
Adowa was the extreme point reached in 
the former campaign. Makale was th: 
place where in 1889 the Treaty of 
Uccialli was negotiated between the 
Emperor Menelik and Italy, placing the 
latter in position of sole adviser to 
Abyssinia on all foreign matters. The 
Treaty was disputed by Menelik and was 
ultimately denounced in 1893. whereupon 
a war followed and Makale was occupied 
by the troops of General Barateiri. In 
January, 1896, however, Abyssinian forces 
compelled evacuation. Thirteen hundret 
Italian soldiers made a brave defence, ani 
Menelik, impressed by their valour, 
offered capitulation with honour, though 
he could have conquered them by thirst. 
inasmuch as all water supplies had been 
cut off.

THE DAY OF PEACE 


i ; 


In an editorial article The Times 
observes to-day:—This is probably the 
most significant Armistice Day since 1918. 
It falls in a year which, like 1918, may 
begin a new chapter of history, and that 
at a time of manifest need for the 
memories that the day can %tir, the 
lessons it can teach, and the resolutions 
it can encourage. Even in the first years 
after the War a right instinct made 
November 11 an occasion not for cele- 
brating victory, but for commemorating 
sacrifice. It is remembrance and gratitude 
which are shown both by the symbol of 
the poppy and by the tense reality of the 
silence. Personal remembrance must 
wane with the diminishing number of 
those to whom the war was a personal ex- 
perience. Gratitude, on the contrary, 
should increase with an increasing per- 
ception of the real cause for which the 
sacrifice was made. Such perception is 
easier now than in any previous year. 

Not long ago ‘‘ the war to end war ” 
was widely regarded as no more than an 
empty phrase, but to-day we may fairly 
use it afresh to describe the true pur- 
pose for those who fell, the purpose which 
animated and ennobled their sacrifice, The 
sense that it was the cause of peace which 
sent them forth must enhance our grati- 
tude as we commemorate them this morn- 
ing. They died, it is true, with their aim 
imperfectly fulfilled, and afterwards it 
seemed that the world might relapse into 
the belief that recurrent catastrophe was 
inevitable. There is a very obvious revul- 
sion against such pernicious fatalism to- 
day. That some fifty nations should have 
combined not merely to denounce war in 
theory, but to take practical steps at 
much cost and inconvenience for ending it 
is a fact without precedent in history. It 
is a fact also which gives this Armistice 
Day its special significance. 
Whether the particular steps which are 
now being taken to restore and keep the 
peace will succeed in their purpose is still 
uncertain. If they fail, then others must 
be tried. If the existing machinery of the 
League of Nations proves inadequate, it

COMMERCIAL PILOT 


Sir Charles was one of the original six 
pilots who, in 1921, opened the Western 
Australian airway connecting Perth and 
Derby. In 1927 he made a record flight 
round Australia, and the following year he 
was commander and pilot of the Southern 
Cross on the famous trans-Pacific and trans- 
Tasman flight. The late Mr. C. T. P, Ulm 
was relief pilot. Following this achieve- 
ment, Kingsford-Smith was made a squadron 
leader in the Australian Air Force. 

There were anxious days in 1929, when the 
world awaited news of the Southern Cross, 
missing in North-West Australia on the first 
stage of an attempt to fly from Sydney to 
London, After disappearing on the first day, 
the airmen were rescued at a desolate part 
of the coast by an aeroplane from Canberra. 
They had lived on a few sandwiches, gruel, 
mud snails, and a type of wild bein, Their 
wireless was out of action. Lieutenant Keith 
Anderson and Mr, Robert Hitchcock perished 
in an attempt to locate the party. 

Undaunted by his first failure, Kingsford- 
Smith accomplished the Australia-England 
flight at a second attempt in 12 days, 14 
hours and 18 minutes.

Atlantic from East to West. 


NEW RECORD 


Later in 1930 Kingsford-Smith established 
a new solo record between London and Aus- 
tralia. After his marriage, in 1930, to Miss 
Mary Powell at Melbourne, ‘ Smithy’’ 
talked of giving up record flight attempts, 
but the call was to prove too strong. 

The year 1932 brought him his knighthood, 
and the next year he set himself the task of 
smashing Scott’s record to Australia. He 
suffered agonies from sleeplessness and 
attacks of faintness, but he won through. 

Last year Sir Charles achieved a 2.100 miles 
trans-Pacific flight in long hops from 
Australia to California—the first man to fly 
twice over the Pacific, once in each direction. 

In July the famous machine, which .had 
carried more than 100,000 passengers and 
flown 400,000 miles, was bought by the 
Australian Government for £3,000. 

On November Sth, after having flown 7,000 
hours in nineteen years, “ Smit 1y ” set out 
on one last long flight before settling down 
to administrative and development work in 
the interest of the mail and passenger 
services. With him went Mr. J. T. Pethy- 
bridge.

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MR. EDWARD SHORTT, K.C. 


The Right Hon. Edward Shortt, K.C., died 
suddenly yesterday at his home in London 
from blood poisoning, after influenza, at the 
age of 73. After being successively Chief 
Secretary for Ireland and Home Secretary, | 
he was appoiúted six years ago President of 
the British Board of Film Censors. His 
political success he practically owed to the 
war, without which a County Court Judge- 
ship, which he used modestly to say had once 
been his goal, would probably have been 
reached. Edward. Shortt, whose family had 
had a long connection with the County 
Tyrone, was the second son of the Rev. 
Edward Shortt, of Woodhorn, Northumber-* 
land, and was born at St. Anthonys, 
Newcastle. on March 10th, 1862. He 
was educated, - at Durham School,’ 
where he. was a King’s Scholar. Hé. 
graduated in 1884 in Durham University, 
taking a Third Class in the Final Classi 
School. He was later awarded the honorary 
degree of D.C.L. by the University. He was 
called to the Bar by the Middle Temple in 
1890, and joined the North-Eastern. Circuit. 
There he acquired a large junior practice in 
both civil and eriminal eases. He was made 
recorder of Sunderland in 1907, and he took 
silk in 1910. :

MR. H. J. TENNANT 


Mr. Harold John Tennant, youngest 
brother of the Courtess of Oxford and 
Asquith, and uncle of Lord Glenconner, died 
during the week-end at Great Maytham, Rol. 
venden, near Cranbrook, Kent. He would 
have celebrated his seventieth birthday in a 
lew days. 

The funeral wil] take place at Edinglassie, 
Strathdon. Aberdeenshire, to-morrow, and 
the following week there will be Memorial 
Services in London and at Rolvenden. 

Mr. Tennant was. born at the home of the 
Tennants, The Glen, Innerleithen, on No- 
vember 18, 1865. He was edueated at Eton 
and Trinity College, Cambridge, and entered 
politics in 1892 as an assistant private secre- 
tary to the great statesman who be.' 
came his brother-in-law two years later. 
In the same year that his sister married Mr. 
Asquith Mr. Tennant himseif made his 
appearance in the House of Commons as 
Liberal M.P, for Berwickshire, being elected 
at a by-election in succession to the late Lord 
Tweedmouth. He represented that con- ; 
stituéncy without a break for 24 years, but 
when the division was formed into that of 
Berwickshire and es, in 1918, 
he was defeated by a Coalition Jiberal. He 
remained a. staunch supporter af his relative, 
but he made only one further attempt to 
return to Westminster, contesting Ceutral. 
Glasgow in the general election af 1922, and 
being again defeated. 

Mr. Asquith was Home Secretary when he 
gave Harold Tennant his first political 
chance, and, in addition to acting as private 
secretary to his brother-in-law, he me 
secretary of a i ental Commiittee -set 
up by the Home Office. It,was not until Mr. 
Asquith became Prime Minister that Mr. 
Tennant was re office. In 1909 he was 
appointed Parliamentary Secretary to the 

oard of Trade, and after two yewrs in that 
office he was transferred to the War Office 
as Financial Secretary. Hia next promotion 
was to the position of Under Seeretary at the 
War Office, and he was holding that post 
when the war broke out. He remained with 
Lord Kitchener for some two years, and was 
then given a seat in the Cabinet as Secre- 
tary for Scotland, but he held this office for 
only a few months and when Mr. Asquith 
laid down the reins of power his brother-in- 
law accompanied him. 

Mr. Tennant had been twice married. his 
Helen Elizabeth Duff, 
Drummnier, Banffshire, who died three 
years after their marriage. In 1896 he 
married Miss May Edith Abraham, a daugliter 
of the late Mr. George Whitley Abraham. of 
Rathgar, County Dublin.
